HIS mean diſcourſe that you. were

The truth is my Brethren I can hardly re- 
flect upon David cither- in the troubles that, 
befell: him before he came. ra the Crown, 
or the many remarkable ſtrange: dehyer-

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ances that he had, both before and after ; but 
I muſt preſently think of our preſent Gra- 
cious King, and my mind naturally is run- 
ning a parallel between them. 

As God Almighty choſe the one to be 
an inſtance of that care and providence that 
he hath over Kings, to the Old World: 
So hath he been pleaſed to make the other 
as famous an inſtance of the like care, 'to 
the New. And T believe future Ages will 
rather admire, than belicyc thoſe ſtrange 
and happy occurrences of his life , which 
we have ſo much cauſe thankUlly to 
adore. b

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We might ſtay I confefs, till Authority 
went before us, and was pleaſed to mark 
out a time for a publick Thankſgiving, as 
I hope ere long it will. 

But enters a double ſacrifice is duc 
now from us,it ever it were; I doubt not bur 
all good Mcn have had their private Eucha- 
riſts and in their cloſet pay'd we devouteſt 
Praiſe for this mercy; and I would we 
ſhould give fome publick ſpecimen of it 
at preſent too. 

I cannot but think our hearts are brim 
full with a great ſenfe of this mercy, I do 
therefore by the preſent diſcourſe only ftrive 
to give vent unto them, in offering them 
occaſion to break out into this joytul re- 
cognition : He is the Tower of ſalvation to his 
King, and ſheweth mercy unto his Anoimed, 
znto David and hjs ſeed for evermore. 

This Pſalm and the occafion of it, will 
too well ſuit our preſent purpoſe. Theun- 
natural Rebellion of Abſo/om had been lare- 
ly ſupprefled, which was the laſt char ever 
David was troubled with, unleſs it were 
Sheba's conſpiracy, which was but only the 


remainder and dregs of it.

And our David is now happily delivered 
from the effects of a Rebellion,cither formed 
or fomented,by a like unnatural Son toogzonly 
ſo much the worſe, and more Impardonable 
than Abſolom, by how much his cndearments 
have been greater, and he carefled and obliged 
by the paſſionate love, and extraordinary 
kindneſs of the moſt indulgent Facher,: from 
whom he never received the leaſt diſplea- 
ſure, nor any effects of it, as Abſolom be- 
fore (though deſervedly) had done. 

I do nor intend to parallel all the cir- 
cumſtances of both the Treaſons, bleſſed 
be God, .we have a better, and more grate- 
ful Theam, the . Praifing God for the deli- 
verance from it, who is a Fower of ſalvation 
unto his King, and hath ſhewed mercy unto his 
Anointed: And to Pray that they may cor- 
reſpond 1m one circumſtance alſo,as well as in 
many others, that as that was; ſo this may 
be the laſt, that our King ever may be di- 
ſturb'd withal. ] 

And that 1t any Factious and Seditious 
Sheba's ſhall blow up any future ſparks 
of this (I hope I may ſay, extinguiſhed 
flame) they may meet. with Sheba's fate, 

and 
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and loſe ' thoſe heads, - that 'dare think an 
ill chought againſt the Lords Anointed. 

This Text 1s a grateful acknowledgment of 
Gods great mercy and providence. towards 
David his Anointed King over Iſrael, '1n 
which after he had reflected 1n the prece- 
dent: Song upon his many- figna”deliver- 
ances, he comes in this 'conclufion of- it;

My 
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1Miy deſign 'is not to give you the Hiſtory 
at arg of Davids great and many troubles, 
and his wondertul miraculous eſcapes out 
of them, though Fogg wen be an cxccd- 


lent foundation for what I purpoſe to ſpeak 
to at preſent. 

Snarcs and dangers awaited him almoſt in 
eycry place, the Lyon and the Bear 
that-infcſted his Flock in the Wilderneſs , 
were but the too true preſages of thoſe ca- 
lamities and dangers that ſhould haunt and 
dog himfelt afterwards. | 

Sometimes his Enemies, and ſometimes 
tus Friends arc grmnenng and conſpirin 
againſt him ; ſometimes the an 
ſometimaes his own houſe axc made' the 
ſcenes of hisdanger. Now an open Enemy 
invades and aſſaults him,and now a Treache- 
rous Confident ſeeks to betray him ;-and laſt 
of all his own Son forms and heads a_def- 
perate Rebellion againit him. 

But ſo many as were his troubles and 
dangers, ſo many were the Acts and in- 
Ranccs of the; divine providence and. 1n- 
t tion for him, and one as remark- 
able cycry way (or more) than the other, till 
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arlaſt you read of his giving him reſt from all 
his Enemics on every fide, and ofcvery kind 
too , and giving him leifure to paſs his 
old Age in comtort and fafery , attending 
quietly the durtes of Religion, and his de- 
votion to that God, whoſe mercics had 
been ſo great and extraordinarytowards him, 
into whoſe hands at laſt he reſigned his 
deyout Soul, m comfort and in peace. 

But the mſifting arlarge upon theſe rhmgs 
.would prevent me wholly from what I 
chiefly purpoſe at this time, which Iincend 
to diſparch in theſe three things.

And it 1s certainly true, poken upon 
yery good, reaſons. and ſhould we hr 
the. Storics of all Ages, of, the! World, we 
ſhould ſcarce fail of mecting wich many 
inſtances of this nature , in cyery Age of 
it. It.cannotbe expected that, ould ſtay 
to examine theſe at preſent, and, to . trace 
theſe mighty ,providences of God, through 
the ſeveral Periods of ,the.World ; there are 
enqugh in. the ſacred Hiſtory, o your Bil, 
and there are more in the Hiſtories of all 


Religigps and Chriſtian Nayzpns, and, our of 
thera men may turnuſh, thenaſchyes with 4n- 
ſtances cnough.-Thqugh ghg-gruth is this 


Gcne- 
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Generation hath ſcen cnoagh, to ſuper- 
{ide its need of looking atter any more. 

I ſhall therefore proceed to inquire a 
little into the great reaſons of this pro- 
vidence, and examine what probably 
may be the cauſes, why God 1s plcaſed 
to give ſuch ſpecimens of his guarding 
of them, and care over them. 

r. And Firſt, this doubtleſs proceeds 
from his great carc and: reſpect to the 
focicrics of Men, and ther happincfs in 
the World. | 

It 15 moſt certain, Government 1s one 
of the greateſt bleſſings that can be in- 
joycd- by Men here, and both the rea- 
ſon of the thing, and the general cor- 
ſent of Men, prove, and f it to be 
ſo; and in clder times thoſe have been 
honoured as Gods, that haye been hap- 
pily inftrumental in reducing men ro'it;all * 
mortal honors have been accounted too 
mean for them, and too much below the 
bleſſings 1njoyed by them. 

And it 15 as certain, that Monarchy is 
che Beſt form of Goyernment n it ſelf; _ 

C chat 
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that Kings are the moſt regular conſerya- 
tours of Order and Goverment, as hath 
not long {incc been proved in this place. 
So that my Brethren, Kings are rcally 
for the $ and happincſs of the peo- 


pla, and the good of the one 1s included 
in, and reatly dependent upon the 0- 
ther, ne. whatever we may think of their 
grandure, or how much foever we may 
arc at their Pomp and _— It 15 WE 
that really gain by all, and the World 
1s preſery d and kept from Barbariſme , 
and Confuſion by their means. 

And becauſe God loves the Socicties 
of Men, and delights in the peace and 
ordcr of them , therefore he 1s fo ten- 
dcr and carctul of Kings, and fo ſeldom 
lets violence touch and prevail a- 

ainſt them ; and indeed we may truly 
ay,henever doth this,but when the wick- 
ack of Pcople and Nations 1s grown 
high , and Clamorous, and even extorts 
vengance from Heaven, its the fins of the 
People, which are to be puniſhed, that pro- 
yoke God at any time to pull G—_ 
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wall of prote&tion about good Kin 

2, Becauſe Goyernment 1s his own 
ſtirurion, and Kings his own immcdiace 
ſubſtitutes and delegates. 

I do not think it needful to cxa- 
mine the accounts that have been given 
of the original of Government, by the 
great factor for Atheiſm in this Nation, 
which have been fo greadily ſucked in by 
ſo many of the young Gentry of this 
Age, and indeed almoſt all orders of 
Men, which have tainted the ancient Loy- 
alry of this People tro ſuch a monſtrous 
degree; I have done this alſo not long 
ago in this place. 

We that are ar all converſant in the 
Holy Scriptures , or indeed have = bc- 
coming thoughts of the power and pro- 
vidence of God, his carc over the World, 
and his concern for the welfare and 
good of it ; may be aflured, that Govern- 
ment 1s Gods own inſtitution and ordi- 
nance, as St. Paul calls it ; that he hath 
both inſtituted the thing, and fiteed Men 
tor ir; that Government 1s a Divine gifts 
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the fame St Paul calls 1t, and that he- 
reacheth Kings and Princes wiſdom, and 
that by him they Reign;- as- David; and 
Solomon both tell us. 

So thar Kings arc immcdiatcly con- 
ſtirured by God, - they are' his Viceroys,! 
thercforc he is called King ot Kings and 
Lord of Lords, and they are often in 
the Holy Scripture called Lords and, 
Gods, becauſe they! bear the- characters of 
his Power and - Greatnefs-arc lirtke Ima- 
ges of his Soveraignty, and the conveigh- 
ers of bleffings ro Men, which are nor 
below the greatneſs of a God to give... 

Therefore they are called the Anoin-: 
ted of the Lord, in this and many other 
Texts of Scripture, and we may obſeryc 
that! as. the Scriptures intitle God more 
eſpecially to a care and regard of them, 
ſo they ſeem to'take notice of that ex- 
traordinary awe and yencration to them, 
that God hath implanted Naturally in 
the breaſts of all Men, to keepthemar a 
due diſtance from them, and to reſtrain 


all choughts of violence againſt them. 
| And 
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And all this to keep;up, and.to give 
credit to his own .inſtitutions among 
Men ; yea to hedge up his own honour 
and keep Mcn from any intrenching 
upon it, for he 1s concerncd in his own 
Image, and what diſhonour or wrong 
is oftcr'd to: them, redounds 1n: forme 
meaſure to himſclt, as' we have always 
ſecn-it de ;fafto true, thoſe. never much 
feax God, that honqur not their King, 
the, Chuxch and the Throne always ſuffer 
together, and Traytors: and Rebells were 
ncver ycry:Religious, nor can be, though 
1, muſt be, conte(ſed none, make. greater 
pretcnce to it, that pretence of dutyzoGod 
may take off the giulc of: Difloyalty to the 
King, was, er yens 1$, NOL an inſtance of 
morc, wretched and, fulfotne hypocretic un 
the World: c 1313409 vi 
.» 3- Another cauſe, perhaps may be, the 
extravrdinary. and ditfcule task that. God 
hath-hud upon.cghem. 

' . What. vain imen midy think I know nor, 
bur'eeriginly roGovern is themoſtdificule 
province in the World. Obedience is/a 


thing. 
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thing caſily learn'd, it hes 1n a narrow 
compaſs , but tro command and order 
well is extreamly hard, Every one 
that is in any little meaſure of Power finds 
it ſo, not a Maſter of a Family but 1s 
ſenfible of it. 

How eaſily. then may we gucſs, 
what a task he hath upon him, that is 
to Rule us all. Man 1s through his Vices 
and Debaucherics a very wild ungovyern- 
able creature, and perhaps the moſt 
Salvage may berter and caficr be' kept in 
awc, though there is difference amon 
Men, and I wiſh he knew not too wes | 
who arc the ficrceſt. 

The multitude hath in the Symbolls 
of all wiſe Nations becn-compared to a 
very fierce and wild- Beaſt , that 1s not 
ay Governcd, and that expreſſion - in 
Pſ. 65. 7. 'gocs higher, where the madneſs 
of the People 15 comparcd to the raging 
of the Seca, and the ſame Power ſaid to 
rule the 'one that ſtilleth the other, and 
it ſo, we. necd nothing more. to tell- us, 


how difkcult Government 15. 
ſ1 And 
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And therefore as where God gives much 
he requires more ; ſo where he requires 
much he gives more; I mean propor- 
tions his care and providence, hus grace 
and mercy, anſwerable to the duty that 
he hath Impoſced, and becauſe Kings 
carry heavicr burthens of carc and trou- 
ble than other Men, therefore 1s the Di- 
vine care and protection greater over 
them, _ _—_ concerned = _ 

4. Eſpecially 4/ly. , Becauſe. they are 
expoſed uma greater dangers than ow 
Men ; the riling Sun exhales.and draws up 
many vapours,. and there never were, or 
will want thoſe that will look upon Kings 
with an evil Eye. 

As long as there arc Devils in Hell, 
who delight in, and will be contrivin 
the miſery, and contuſion of Men , ſo 
long will they -be ſtanding art the hands 
of Kings, and cndavouring to ſtir up cyil 
Men againſt then. 

And ſo long as. Pride. and Ambition, 
Covetouſneſs and diſcontent find places 
to harbour in, there will not want Tray- 

tours. 
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'tours and Rebells, Mcn that will envy 
Powre and ercatne(s, and will be con- 
tfiving imeans by which to ſurpriſe and 
graſpe them - into their own hands; 
whenMen have once grycn cntertainment 
to ſuch laſts as'theſe ; and commfered 
themſelves” to ehe conduet of-them ; a 
Crown 15-a glittering temptation , and 
fuch as they cannot reſiſt, their minds 
will run upon greatnc(s, and will cver be 
beating to find out ways to-#, and what- 
ever appears with a fromiſe or ſhew of 
ſacccſs, ſhall certainly find” ready admut- 
tance -and- be' entereaincd, and perfucd 
how unjuſt or violent, how bloody and 
miſchicyous ſocyer 1t may be. ' For a 
Crown will legitimare all crimes to get it, 
and -greatnefs will attone for any evil, 
that-rends to the compaſling of tt. 

This 18 a fad and evil return IT confeſs, 
that Krmygs have for all their labour and 
crouble, their watchirigs and cares; but 
t'15'{uch;:as/confidering the luſtsof Men, 
they will 'neyer muſs of. 

And 
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And therefore the Divine providence 15 
the greatlicr concerned for them,andknow 
ing their dangers doth more carcfully 
guard and ſuper-intend them, juſt as in the 
caſceot juſt and good Men, it God per- 
mat evils to haunt them, or overtake them, 
he cither doubles his care, or their com- 
forts; as their croubles abound, ſo thar 
conſolations from God abound alſo. 

So it 1s that in this caſe, the more 
dangcrous and hazardous that their con- 
dition 1s, the naore doth the Divine Pro- 
—_ take _ - - gran rn the more 
ionally remark it ſelf, 1n ther aron 
= preſcrvation. wn 

2. And theſe reaſons now wall noc on- 
ly be accounts of the ching in gencral, 
but eſpecially of the preſervatons of ous 
gracious King, Gods providence co 
whom I have promiſed to remark in the 
ſecond place. | 

[c is plain how. all cheſe reaſons con- 
centre in our caſe, ncver did a Nation 
injoy more by a King than ours hath 
done by this, and —_ had one of 
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any other temper Govern'd 1n our times, 
our caſe had had a worſe Crifis, never 
were Pcople more happy, then we might 
be under him if we pleaſe, and were not 
the tault our own. 

Never was it more remarkably true, 
that the Powers that arc over us, are (ct 
over us by God, then in our caſc, his 
Reſtauration being a Miracle in the fight 
of all the World. 

Never had a Prince a harder task, then 
ours hath had, coming to Govern a Peo- 
ple, that are not only to their ſhame, ſaid 
to be more ungovernable,more fickle and 
changeable than other Nations, but be- 
ing broken into Factions and Differences, 

leycn'd with the looſe principles of 
Rebellion and Uſurpation as we were, 
and we ſee how cloſe theſe tinctures and 
ill principles yet ſtick to too many Mens 
munds, and that length of time heightens 
and rankles them, rather then heal 
and carry them off. 
And I would it could not be ſaid as 
truly too , that neyer was a. Prince cx- 
poſed 
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ſed to more dangers , and troubles 
than he hath been. 

For ſhould we recollect the paſt paſſa- 
ges of his like, and ſoberly make remarks 
upon the ſame, I do not well know whe- 
ther we ſhould more admuare his fate, and 
wonder that ſo many dangers and adycr- 
ſities ſhould concenter to ſpend their 
ſpight againſt one Man, or that providence 
= care of almighty God, that hath till 
brought him through, and delivered him 
out of rhem all. 

I have a Copious Theam here before 
me, and ſhould I center upon it, could 
not want matter for a long diſcourſe , 
ſhould I cither play the Hiſtorian, or 
the Oratour, go either to recount the 
dangers and deliverances, that have be- 
fell him, or to enhanſe and heighten the 
circumſtances of Gods © extraordinary 
care and providence in them ; here were 
a large field before me for both, in 
which I ſhould run my ſelf out of breath, 
ſooner then exhauſt the ſubject. 
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But I muſt forbear this now, our of a 
neceſſary reſpect to the time, and your 
patience, and I do it with the leſs regret, 
and the more contentedly, becauſe it is 
a known ſubject, in which every one 
that hears me can prevent me, and en- 
large it fufficiently Inmſelt, and I do nor 
doubt, but we ſhall have an occation c're 
long, publickly to do the fame. 

So great a mercy will nor paſs I hope 
without a publick and folemn recogni- 


tion,among thoſe that ſcemr fo ſenſible of 


the greatneſs of 1; I doubr not but there 
would have been mock thankfgrvings 
cnough, had theſc black deſigns ſaccecded, 
and God would have bcen mritked ro it, 
and his providence magnifred mm 1t, as 
we haye ſcen it done 1m-almoſt as bad m- 
ſtances. 

I ant ſure it 15 more juſt im this, the 
Lords hand hath been vifibly tretched out 
in this deliverance, and im many others, 
and it ought ro be marvellous in our 
cycs; to-this we may 'fafely intitle rhis 
deliverance, and magmific his mercy in " 

with-

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without any fear of mocking and affront: 
ing him to ms face, as we have feermmen 
too oftcn have done, 

The truth 1s, his life hath been a con- 
tinual Scene of providence, and danger 


even from his Craille, and I am apt tO 


think (as | rvid you betore) when future 
Ages ſhall verw rhe Acts of it, they will 
either con«iulc them ſome extravagant 
Sallcs of :tkiorians, or think him to 
have ben a perfon, whom Providence 
hath ſele&tcd out of the Maſſe of ' man- 
kind, to be an inſtance what greatthings 
Gad can do tor thofe that truſt in him, 
and to ſhew how careful” ke is of the 
Lives and Perſons of thofe. Princes, to 
whom Rcligion and his honour 1s dear 
as their own Crowns, as 1t1s at; preſent. 
Theſc providcnces” and cares Hhhve 
becn freſhly inſtageed, very lacely, in a 
deliverance from a Confþiracy and Trea- 
ſon, hatched by thuſe Men , thar no 
Bands, no kindnellcs, no endearments, no. 
Oaths, no þtetcafes of Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, could - reſtrain _ 
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Barbarous intendments againſt him, a- 
ainſt us, and againſt all, that can be 
thought Dear and Valuable unto Chri- 
{tian Men. 

And therefore our utmoſt gratitude 
is duc, both upon our loyc to him, and 
to our fſclvcs too. 

All our deareſt intereſts, are bound up 
in his life, and next ro Gods Protection 
and Bleſſing owe their ſtabiliment and 
continuance to it; and it ſeems our 
Enenues think ſo too, and therefore go 
to wound us through his {ides,and to cn- 
{lave us, by his deſtruction. 

Oh! what cauſe have we then to be as 
ſenſible of this deliverance, as if our own 
ſelves had lain bound under the fatal 
Knife, and our own Throats 1immediate- 
ly reſcucd from it.

It may be urged (bleſſed be God) now 
upon ſecond cauſes and conſiderations, as 
well as upon Gods providence. 

God be thanked the caſc 1s alter'd from 
what it was not long ago,--when one 
in Print durſt adviſe him to lay down 
his Goyernment, as the only expedient to 
his ſatcty. 

Mens Eyes are open'd, and cleared 
from thoſe miſts that cunning Men. have 
been caſting before. them, they ſee into 
the truth of things in a great mcaſure, 
and I hope will in a ſhort time ſee much

© There 1s no rival power now to beard 


Majeſty , and confront it, and he&torx 
it into a conſent to them 1n eyery thing 
they pleaſe. 

The- power and ſtrength of the Na- 
tion 1s in his own and. his true con- 
fdents hands, and may it ever  con- 


tinue ſo; and. in all probability we are 
fate, 
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ſafe, amd may dche all Plots, ' and Inſur- 
rections, eſpecially if Mcn continue that 
care, that (God betbanked,) they have 
of late, almoſt out ddnc their Encmics 
an. 
But unleſs God watch the C ity, the Watch- 
men watch but de 2:4in ; and without his 


Protatbing-the Kmg, all Guards are weak - 


and feeble thingy. 

And therefore 1 would prefs the dil- 
couragment, upon that account, let Men 
conhder what a darling of Proytdence 
_— he FR _ obably 

atrampts againſt him w vain, 
that huthcreo have beenfo, though never 
ſo cloſely and -cumungly and probably 
contrived. 

God hath delivered him, and doch dee 
ver him, and we have, caute to hope, 
as well as Pray, that he willful contunue 
to deliver him. 

2. Which1s a 2d. proper Inferance,and 
ſuggeſts a good Chnitian Duty to us. at 
preſent; not only to Praife his Name, 
givc him our deyoutcſt and moſt inlarged 

thanks 
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thanks for all his Mercies, for his former 
deliverance, and for this laſt almoſt great- 
eſt of all. 

But to make it our daily Prayer, that 
he will ſtill continue his hedg of Prote&ti- 
on about him, depute his Holy Angel 
{till co guard and defend him, ſcatter all 
his Enemies that delight in violence, 
and Blood, ſuffer no weapon that 1s 
formed againſt him to proſper, bur till 
follow him with bleſſing and loving 
kindneſs. 

The Church directs us well in thus caſe, 
It 15 a ſtated part in our Liturgy. And I 
pray God, its doing, and teaching us to 
do this ſo often, be not one preſent (as 
well as our Royal Martyr d Maſter 
thought it to be one former) great ex- 
ccption againſt it. 

3. And laſtly that we utterly abhor 
all ſuch practices, and rid our fclves 
of all choſe diſloyal Antimonarchical 
principles, that naturally lead and diſpoſe 
to them. 
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Unleſs we would be found to be of the 
Number of thoſc that fight againſt God, 
and go to pull down that, which he 
hath allways ſhewed himſclt fo dear and 
render of. 

I hope all honeſt Mcn, will begin to 
be wiſc, open ther Eycs now, and wil- 
fully ſhut them no longer againſt plain 
and palpable cyidences. 

Permit themſclvcs to be wheedled no 
longer into Rebellion and Treaſon, under 
pretences of —_ nor believe thoſe 
Men to be the beſt Subjcetts that make 
ſuch a noiſe with ther Loyalty to, and 
concern for the King, 

That they will not Sully che honour 
of the Proteſtant Relig. n 1vy more, 
with Faction againſt the C1 rch1,or Trea- 
ſon againſt the State. 

They have bcen often iw!. 4 the dan- 


ger of ſuch principles, at:.. cn warned 
of the ſad cfic&ts that ri. would lead 
Men into ; I hope they +»: now begin 
to conſider things waly . | not run 
their Souls and Bodics coo, . :cir Eſtates, 
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Relations, and all that depend upon 
them, by things that both God and Man 
abhor. 

Bur hereafter joyn withus in the Com- 
munion of that Church, and Religion , 
that tcacheth truly our duty both to 
God and Ceſar, that cſtabliſheth Sub- 
jection upon true Chriſtian, frm princt- 
= that will not fail, nor will ever be 

ainted with any ſuſpicion of Plotts and 
Treaſons. 

By compliance honeſtly with which, 
we and our King ſhall both be ſafe, live 
happily, and piouſly here, and both be 
tranſlated to crernal ſecurity and _ 
neſs hereafter. To which God of his 
Infinite Mercies bring us all, for Chriſt 
Jeſus ſake. Amen.
